Cremona Farm, Mechanicsville, Maryland, wins Junior 
and Grand Champion Bull on Wintonier 4th, bred by the 
Late Col. Jas. B. Dillard at His Winton Farm, Clifford, 
Virginia; Eileenmere 260th becomes Senior Champion 
Bull for the Ravenswood Farm, at Warrenton, Virginia.

Hello, everybody! You are tuned in on 
Station AAJ, Webster City, Iowa, operating 
over a combined network of more than 
14,000 subscriptions. Tune in at this station 
always for the latest and most authoritative 
Aberdeen-Angus news gathered from the 
four corners of the earth.

In the wee hours of 
Saturday morning, Novem- 
ber 29th things were astir. 
Feeders, grooms, and show- 
men were early at their posts 
arranging the details for the ' ; 
onslaught. While the old- ines 
sters opened with heavy 
artillery in the carlot section 
in the yards, the youngsters 
in the Junior Feeding divis- 
ion were making things interesting in the 
big arena in the main building. More 
thousands than ever before witnessed the 
attack and saw the Bonnie Blacks take one 
stronghold after another. When the 
glamorous display of cattle and talent was 
over, the din and roar of battle had ceased, 
and the smoke had cleared away, it was dis- 
covered that the Doddies were not only the 
masters of the situation, but that they had 
captured almost 100% of the loot, includ-

been at stake. 

The second drive was made Monday 
morning, December first when the open 
class steers bombarded the arena.

There can be no disputing the fact that 
the 1941 International female show brought 
out one of, if not the best, displays in the 
history of that institution. Ten splendid 
females were on review and they were all 
good. Judge McDonald spent considerable 
time in making his selections, going over 
each individual carefully 
and then paraded them at 
length. From the group 
he selected for first place 
the great show and breed- 
ing matron Jerome’s 
Queen 722A shown by Ot- 
to V. Battles of Rosemere 
Farms. While she carried 
more scale and substance 
than most folks like for 
show purposes she was an 
excellent example of type, 
quality and fit. The re- 
markable thing about her, 
and a fact that is not gen- 
erally known to the public, 
is that she has already 
produced two splendid 
calves and was at the time 
of the International weil 
along in calf :again. She 
had an abundance of scale - 
and substance, was as 
smooth as a cow could be, - 
her body and rib depth 
was most unbelievable, her 
lines were near perfect, 
and she carried herself 
well when traveling. She 
is a daughter of Barbarian 
of Rosemere 86th and Jerome’s Queen 722d, 
a straight Rosemere pedigree from start to 
finish. Next to her stood Browns Elba B.

False Standards 


It is no uncommon rebuttal when we ap- 
proach a small breeder on the matter of 
advertising to learn that the smaller breeder 
or the newer breeder is overwhelmed by the 
appearance of larger displays in the breed 
paper than he can afford to make in pre- 
senting his herd and sale cattle to the pub- 
lic. And for that reason he refrains from 


using space at all because he feels that he 
For MONTH of DECEMBER, 1941 


has no chance in competition with the 
larger and older breeder who has long ago 
learned that it is of vital importance that 
he use the space that he is using in order 
to convey to the buying public the impres- 
sion he desires to create for his herd. This 
theory is entirely erroneous, for no great 
herd has yet been built without a beginning. 
Those who have risen to the top places in 
numbers have done so through proper pub- 
licity, gained either through the show ring 
or through the printed word. Show ring 
records without the support of the printed 
word would be just as useless as breed pro- 
paganda as are the feeding programs fol- 
lowed by these selfsame breeders. 

After nearly a half century spent in the 
publicity business in the commercial as well 
as the pure bred field I have come to the 
conclusion that no herd, no matter how 
small, can afford to do without regular 
publicity in his breed paper. It is true that 
some folks slip along and mooch out an 
existence and sometimes operate quite pro- 
fitably on the strength of what someone 
else has accomplished with similar blood 
lines—using no publicity other than word 
of mouth. That’s possible, but it is a slow 
process, a process no man in these days can 
well afford to follow. If this same man who 
“gets along’ on the endeavors of others 
without spending his money to promote his 
own individual interests would set aside a 
very small percentage of his anticipated re- 
turns from annual sales either public or 
private, he surely would if he places his 
story in the right avenue of promotion for 
his own herd be happily surprised at the 
inereased profits he would derive. There 
is room for all. Please remember always 
that there are many, many breeders with 
cattle in their pastures that are inferior 
to what you are producing and it is these 
breeders who can afford, and undoubtedly 
will use your bulls and your females for the 
improvement of their own herds. Every 
breeder down the line has the ambition to 
improve his cattle in type, quality, confor- 
mation, early maturity, and breeding. 

Building a breed is in fact comparable 
with the building of any other structure. 
There must be a foundation. Foundations 
are laid in accordance with the ability of 
the prospective breeder to buy. Upon that 
foundation he expects and endeavors to 
erect a structure that will attract others to 
his herd. This he invariably does. Wheth- 
er the process is quickened or slowed down 
depends largely upon the kind and quality 
found in the bulls he uses. If that bull is 
better than the females upon which he is to 
be used the progeny average should be 
raised. Another and better bull used on the 
heifers derived from the first bull will move 
the herd standard into another bracket of 
higher valuation. Always there is that man 
who can not afford to purchase the very 
top bulls, who can and does use successful- 
ly bulls developed in the cattle herds next 
above his station in the process of building 
better beef cattle. 

So we say, and with the thought to lend 
assistance paramount in mind, that no herd 
either great or small should be without its 
regular monthly appearance before those 
who depend upon the breed paper for their 
information concerning the whereabouts of 
salable cattle. Advertising should be work- 
ed out upon a basis in keeping with the 
possibilities of any herd. Here is where the

In spite of the fact that the auction sale of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle was scheduled to begin at one o’clock on Thursday 
afternoon, December 4th, the seats in the International sale pavil- 
ion began to fill with prospective buyers and onlookers as early 
as eleven o’clock in the forenoon. There is none to much room 
in this sale pavilion. It was necessary to place a couple of rows of 
seats in the straw at the edge of the sale ring, and even then the 
entryways were packed to the outside walls while the sale was in 
progress. 

Forty-nine head had been entered as candidates to appear be- 
fore the sifting committee. When the committee had finished its 
job on Sunday afternoon there remained but thirty-eight head, 
consisting of thirteen bulls and twenty-six females. The com- 
mittee was pretty severe, insisting that only such specimens as 
they deemed would sell well should remain in the auction. After 
a few scheduled preliminaries the auction was on. Cols. Arthur 
W. Thompson, of Lincoln, Nebraska, opened the sale with the fe- 
males and sold them all out. At this juncture Col. Nelson G. 
Kraschel of Harlan, Iowa, took over and delivered the thirteen 
bulls to their new owners. Both men did excellent work in the 
box. When they had finished they had made an International sale 
record for the breed. The average being the figure of $858.82 per

head. There were no very high tops to help make this average as 
will be noted by a perusal of the summary appearing on this page. 
The top twenty-five head averaged $1080.40 per head, so it will 
be seen that prices run on a rather conservative, yet even keel, 
And yet it proved to be not only a record International sale for 
the breed, but this sale outstripped all other beef breed auctions 
held during the 1941 International by a very nice margin even 
though there were rather high spots in the other breed sales. It 
must be highly satisfactory to the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle throughout the nation to know that there are so many good 
cattle scattered in the fast growing numbers of herds that are 
developing in so many sections of the land—in fact these cattle 
came from every corner of the beef cattle growing areas in the 
United States and Canada.

Realizing the impossibility of presenting 
a word picture portraying the magnitude of 
the Junior Live Stock Feeding Contest at 
an International, the Journal is happy here 
to present a picture snapped while the “sift- 
ing committee” was at work in the arena at 
the 1941 International selecting the indivi- 
dual animals that were to take part in the 
competition later in the show. When it is 
realized that the picture covers but about 
half of the arena and that there were even 
more calves in the unseen end of that big 
show place the reader can more easily 
grasp the size and importance of this Aber- 
deen-Angus showing. In all there were 295 
Aberdeen-Angus entries as against a total 
of 691 entries which included the Shorthorn 
and Hereford breeds. 

The calves that were “sifted” passed im- 
mediately to the sale ring where they were 
sold at public auction. Here it was that 
Col. Carey Jones presided in the box and 
the yards men and packer representatives 
sat upon improvised seats made of baled 
straw where they could see close up, each 
individual as it passed the auction stand. 
The Aberdeen-Angus calves were the first 
to sell. While the yards were filled with 
cattle awaiting the order to pass on to the 
killers, the buyers were nevertheless con- 
sistent in their bidding paying the young- 


+ 


sters an average price that 
ranged close to fifteen cents 
per pound for their pets. 
These gentlemen might have 
been a little more liberal 
with the young folk after 
leaving the tops. However 
they paid the boys and girls 
a nice premium for the Aber- 
deen-Angus calves over what 
was received for specimens 
of the other breeds, and that 
is about all that could be 
reasonably expected. The better calves 
brought from $15.00 to $17.00 per hundred 
weight, while the extreme tops ranged from 
$18.25 to $65.00 per hundred for the top; 
$33.50 for the next high and $23.00 for the 
third top, and $21.50 for the next high. An- 
other sold at $19.00 and three more at 
$18.25. So after all the men with the chips 
were pretty free spenders. 

The calves that passed the censorship 
paraded before Judge W. L. Carlyle, of 
Calgary, Alberta, on Saturday morning. 
The quality all through the show and in all 
breeds was superb. The calves were nicely 
groomed and presented by these young 
show people. Miss Luella Padgett, of Kel- 
lerville, Illinois, made her last appearance 
in this division, having arrived at the age

ing the strongest competition within 
ri pee itself as well as that of the con- 
temporary breeds, the Aberdeen-Angus en- 
tries had about the best showing ever made 
at an International contest. The Junior 
Feeding Contest had produced some excel- 
lent specimens of grand championship cali- 
bre and these tops were admitted to the 
open competition. Consequently when Judge 
W. L. Carlyle of Calgary, Alberta, Canada 
had when he had sitted the classes what 
could well be termed a strictly top showing. 
The same holds true in the other beef breeds 
as well. Thus when the Aberdeen-Angus 
bullocks came through with so many cham- 
pionships and finally landed both the grand 
and the reserve grand championship ribbons 
the reader may realize that there were noth- 
ing but strictly outstanding specimens in 
the finals.

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The Judge and the Exhibitor 


Comments of One Who has had 


By Otto V. Battles. 


“This heifer was Junior Champion at the 
International’, said the man at the halter 
in an undertone as I passed close to him 
while giving two close contenders for first 
place at a prominent show a critical final 
examination. I had previously made my 
lineup, and was pretty 
well satisfied that every 


Experience in Both these Fields 


has been much more extensive than it has 
been as a judge. In my opinion, what the 
exhibitor fails to take into consideration 
more often than not is the tremendous re- 
sponsibility under which a judge works at 
our major shows. They are inclined to lose 
sight of the fact, for the moment, 
at least, that in a strong class of 


animal was where I want- 
ed it. There was, how- 
ever, still a slight uncer- 
tainty in my mind about 
the first and second heif- 
ers; therefore, my reason 
for pulling these two out 
of the line for a final 
scrutiny. I was not long 
in deciding that I had had 
them right in the first 
place, and was about to 
motion them back to their 
former positions when the 
above mentioned remark 
was made by the exhibitor 
of the first-prize heifer. 
Such remarks are made, 
of course, for their influ- 
ence on the judge, but in 
my opinion they leave 
most competent judges 
cold, because I think that 
any judge worthy of the 
name takes pride in being 
able to make his own decisions without be- 
ing influenced, and wants to base his judg- 
ment on the present condition of the ani- 
mals, rather than upon how they have been 
placed by former judges and perhaps in 
different competition. I know that in my 
own case I try not to know how the entries 
I am to judge have been placed at former 
shows. As to the incident above mentioned, 
the exhibitor gained nothing by his casual 
remark, as I had already decided upon his 
heifer for first place, but he did create a 
very embarrassing situation for me as the 
judge, and for others about the ringside, as 
unfortunately the exhibitor of the second 
prize heifer overheard him, and being a 
habitual critic of decisions that were not 
to his liking, made quite a scene about the 
whole affair. In fact, he became so abusive 
to the exhibitor who had beaten him that 
the superintendent of the ring had to tell 
him to desist or leave the arena. 

I am very happy to say, however, that 
instances of this kind have been very re- 
mote in my quite extensive career as a 
judge which has covered several countries 
besides our own. My observation has been 
that exhibitors as a whole are good sports, 
considerate, and fair. It is the occasional 
exception to this rule that removes some- 
thing from the high ideals which dominate 
show ring standards of ethics which have 
become traditional to the time honored 
profession of showing. 


Having been both an exhibitor and a 
judge, it is easily understandable to me 
why exhibitors and judges are frequently 
in disagreement—not necessarily open dis- 
agreement, because, as I have stated, most 
exhibitors are too good sports to publicly 
criticize the judge. Nevertheless, I dare 
say there are very few shows of importance 
where there is not more or less dissatisfac- 
tion among exhibitors, and I am now speak- 
ing as an exhibitor, this being the role I 
usually play, and in which my experience 
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say thirty or more there is only 
one first place, despite the fact 
that there may be a number of ani- 
mals in that class that would not 
look amiss there. And the same 
thing holds true on down the line. 
Good and bad points must be bal- 
anced one against the other in the 
mind of the judge, and quite often 
a number of the animals are so 
evenly matched that it is very dif- 
ficult indeed for even an experienc- 
ed judge to be real sure of him- 
self. There is also the knowledge 
that his time is not unlimited, and 
that he consequently must arrive 
at rather hurried decisions in many 
instances. I know in my own case, 
I have often felt that I should like 
to take more time to study the 
merits of all the animals in a class, 
but have been unable to do so for 
the reason that only a_ certain 
amount of time had been allotted 
for completing the work. I recall 
particularly the exceedingly large classes of 
club calves which came before me at the 
Iowa State Fair last September. I was 
trying desperately to give each animal a 
thorough examination, but soon found that 
such thoroughness required too much time. 
In fact, it was called to my attention by 
the superintendent of the show -that the 
time allotted me would be. insufficient at 
the rate I was working. I was therefore 
compelled to slight to some extent the low- 
er ends of my classes. This experience and 
similar ones have convinced me that classes 
may be so large as to be unwieldy, and that 
as a result justice cannot be done to all ex- 
hibitors. Classes of reasonable size and of 
high average quality are preferable under 
most circumstances. The largest class I 
ever judged was one at Perth, Scotland, 
which contained two hundred five _ bull 
calves. The story of how this was accom- 
plished is too long to relate here. 

Knowing, as I do, of the many and com- 
plex difficulties under which the average 
judge works, I am more inclined as an ex- 
hibitor to sympathize with him than to 
criticize his decisions. My candid opinion 
is that exhibitors are more likely to be un- 
fair than the judge is to be incompetent. 
Then, too, as in all groups, there are al- 
ways some who do not play the game one 
hundred percent above-board. Some ex- 
hibitors—and I am glad to say they are 
very few—are so intent on winning that 
they resort to what most of us think are 
unfair practices, even though they may re- 
main in the realm of legitimacy. I shall 
not attempt to enumerate all of these. 


A familiar practice of such an exhibitor 
in order to improve his chances is to ap- 
proach the judge at the conclusion of a 
class, and in an injured tone complain of 
the treatment he has received. The psycolo- 
gical effect of this sort of thing, at least 
on some judges, is that perhaps he did 
overlook this exhibitor’s particular animal, 


and that he should be i 

with his other entries. Pa doing? thin ating 
more likely than not to give this pore is 
the benefit of the doubt in any close dant 
that may follow. I have never had thi pny 
pen to me as a judge, but I think eg ne 
us who have been in the show pron 
length of time have seen exhibitors nl pose 
time or another resort to this or si ‘lan 
tactics, and as much as I dislike ilar 


frequently with benefit to themselves. it, 


But here again, it is refreshi 
that such exhibitors are ae the — 
ority, and that the great majority of — 
who follow the shows play the gam = 
good sports should. I am convinced yf 
that most judges are honest, conscientious 
and capable, but these qualities give no pe 
surance that every decision they render will 
conform with either the opinions of some 
the exhibitors, or for that matter, all of th 
ringside. The best that any judge can do is 
to satisfy himself, and after all, there is al 
ways a chance for differences of opinion, 
even amongst experts. I feel very keenly 
that a judge can do better work if he is a 
hampered from the beginning to the end of 
his" job. By this I mean if he can be left 
entirely to himself both before and during 
the time he is doing his work—in other 
words, being removed from every possible 
influence. Personally, I do not like to dis. 
cuss with anyone the animals I am to judge 
before starting to work, and once I have 
started, I like to be left entirely alone until 
after I have finished. I find that I can do 
better work if allowed to concentrate to the 
full on the task before me. I recall a certain 
exhibitor who a number of years ago invar- 
iably made it a point to rush up as soon as 
a class had been finished and keep up a 
steady flow of conversation until the next 
class came into the ring. I will say to his 
credit, however, that none of his remarks 
were intended to in any way influence me in 
my decisions, although that may have been, 
and very likely was, the impression received 
by other exhibitors, and perhaps by many 
about the ringside. To say the least, this 
exhibitor’s tactlessness was not only em- 
eee to me, but was distracting as 
well. 


Such a thing could not happen at Palermo 
or Perth, because at neither of these two 
great shows, one Argentine and the other 
British, is anyone allowed in the arena at 
the time the judging is being done, except 
one attendant for each animal, the man at 
the halter. Neither are judges supposed to 
come in contact with exhibitors or others 
vitally concerned with the outcome of the 
competition before the judging starts, or 
while it is going on. I am thoroughly con- 
vinced by my experiences as a judge at 
these two world famous shows of the ad- 
vantages of the system each of them has 
adopted for the conduct of their judging. 

On the whole, the judging I have done has 
been both enjoyable and educational. I have 
always had a keen interest in comparing the 
relative merits of good animals, and acting 
as a judge at a great show offers such an 
opportunity. Furthermore, this work has of- 
fered me many interesting and pleasant ex- 
periences, both at home and abroad, some 
quite unusual ones, too. Perhaps I should 
say quite unique. For example, that time 
at a show in one of our Southern states 
when I was informed upon my conclusion 
of the judging of all of the beef breeds that 
there was still one more breed for me to 
judge.

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Annual Banquet-Meeting 


Best Planned and Largest Attended Banquet 
and Meeting held Wednesday Evening, Dec- 
ember 3d. 1941 Officers Retained to En- 
gineer the 1942 Breed Promotion Campaign. 
Mr. Schmidt Returned with 4 New Directors.

The annual banquet held at the Palmer House on the evening of Decem- 
ber 3d brought out one of the finest crowds in the history of these gather- 
ings. More than four hundred covers were spread, and several additional 
tables had to be supplied in order to accommodate the larger number desir- 
ing to participate in that lovely beef dinner. ‘he program was well ar- 
ranged and executed, and included several selections by the famous all church 
choir conducted by our fellow breeder Joe Emerson Rose whose herd is locat- 
ed in North Carolina. This is the same choir we all love so well to hear 
over the radio. Several short talks and introduction of officials and past 
presidents afforded an opportunity to scrutinize the countenances of the 
men who have piloted Aberdeen-Angus affairs in the past. 

President Kenneth McGregor did an excellent job as master of cere- 
monies. His introductions included the judges in both the breeding and the 
fat classes, both of whom kindly addressed the audience briefly. Judge 
Carlyle admitted that he tried hard to find a Shorthorn (his favorite breed) 
that would do to serve as grand champion, but that try as he may he could 
not find anything that would compare with the splendid Aberdeen-Angus 
bullock that he made grand champion steer over all breeds. Judge Alex Mc- 
Donald, of Davis, California, complimented highly the 
quality and the extent of the quality shown down the 
line in the Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
classes. He, however, admonished 
breeders and showmen to watch care- 
fully the legs, rears and top lines on 
their cattle, all for the purpose of 
producing them still better and mak- 
ing them unbeatable. 

Mr. Jim Nugent, Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder and farmer, as well as prom- 
inent Kansas City attorney gave the 
main address of the evening in which 
he touched briefly on the subject of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and then 
delved into what might be termed 
an excellent patriotic address in 
which he stressed the importance of 
unity of purpose, the importance of 
individual initiative and development, and the highly im- 
portant place agriculture, especially the production of 
and improvement of live stock, holds in the defense pro- 
gram in which the entire nation is now so seriously en- 
gaged. The Palmer House is to be congratulated upon the splendid man- 
ner in which the banquet was served—the performance was done in splendor 
fit for a king, and the kings and queens of the Aberdeen-Angus fraternity 
entered whole heartedly into this feature of the entertainment. 

Immediately following the banquet the annual meeting of delegates was 
assembled and at the drop of the gavel President McGregor called for the 
delegate roll call which disclosed a total of 88 qualified representatives 
from 30 states. Following roll call the meeting was declared as open in 
regular form and ready for business. The president’s address reciting some 
of the high spots for the year in Aberdeen-Angus progress was brief and to 
the point. Secretary Tomhave’s address covering more or less in detai! the 
activities for the year just closed went into detail and recited the purposes 
and accomplishments of the expansion program and the activities conducted 
directly from the association office. 

The list of breeders recording twenty-five or more head of cattle per 
year has grown from a small beginning a few years ago to 329 members 
who recorded during the fiscal year a total of 14,124 head of cattle. Trans- 
fers too have gone along with the registrations, indicating a good healthy 
business for the breeders during the past year. Fourteen breeders recorded 
more than 100 head each, the list being headed by A. T. & J. I. Sanders, of 
Lancaster, Kentucky. This firm recorded 199 head; A. H. Schmidt & Son, 
of Kansas City held second position with 195 recordings. Seventeen breed- 
ers recorded from 70 to 92 head each; and 93 breeders recorded between 
forty and sixty-nine head each. Secretary Tomhave’s report included the 
treasurer’s report which appears on this page—a document of which we are 
all justly proud.

Barton and Duane Clark were also retained for the ensu- 
ing year. Five directors were elected for a term of three 
years. A. H. Schmidt who had served but one term in that 
capacity was returned for a second term; Sam C. Fuller- 
ton, Jr., of Miami, Oklahoma; C. L. Hardwick, of Cleve- 
land, Tennessee; Ed. W. Serrell, of Larkspur, Colorado: 
and Dr. O. S. Hendren, of Williamston, Michigan, gave 
splendid distribution in this group. 

The bars are down, the Doddies are 
wending their way out over new past- 
ures, and it looks like the official coterie 
is amply capable of directing them to 
well watered locations. Oil up the leath- 
er and polish the spurs for we are head- 
ed for a hard drive during 1942. 

These excerpts from Secretary 
Tomhave’s address give some idea as to 
conditions, activities the past year and 
prospects for the coming year, and 
should serve as a guide in our promo- 
tional campaign. “The fiscal year 1941 
has more than lived up to Aberdeen- 
Angus expectations. The pure bred cat- 
tle business has been on a very satis- 
: factory basis during the year. Interest 
in Aberdeen-Angus has been strong in every section of 
the United States. Rainfall has been ample over a greater 
part of the country with the exception of the Atlantic Sea- 
board states. Sufficient rainfall in the West has supplied 
an abundance of grass during the grazing season and a 
liberal supply of winter feed. Breeding cows and calves 
last fall went into winter quarters in excellent condition. 
Calves came off the range at weaning time weighing more 
than has been the case in several years. Prices for feed- 
ers have been excellent. 

“The demand for Aberdeen-Angus pure breds has been 
exceptionaly strong, and indications are that the demand 
will continue. When we observe that a very small per 
cent of the farms of the country have pure bred cattle on 
them and also note the large number of scrub cattle on the 
market daily, we are convinced of the great need for pure 
breds. Idle money is seeking safety in land, and land 
requires live stock. Because of the shortage of labor and 
the fact that beef cattle require less attention and skill, 
perhaps, than other lines of agriculture, beef cattle are the 


preference. 

“Prices for pure breds have been satisfactory and are 
not inflationery as compared to the prices prevailing be- 
fore and after the number one World War. It is doubtful 
that they will get out of hand. Too many people remem- 
ber the disasters experienced in 1917 to 1920 to allow a 
repetition of that experience. We must, however, make 
every effort to keep our feet on the ground. Selling on a 
cash basis is a splendid safeguard to an inflationery trend. 
It is gratifying to observe that new operators are proceed- 
ing cautiously, judiciously and studiously. Thousands are 
slowly growing into the business. (Please turn to page 117

Aberdeen-Angus breeders are requested 
to make application right away for the cat- 
alogs and entry blanks for the annual ex- 
hibition at Houston where the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed made so many fast friends 
last year. While our government is calling 
for the slaughter in 1942 of nearly three 
million more cattle and calves than the lit- 
tle more than twenty-five million head that 
will be slaughtered during 1941, the outlook 
for cattle breeders is indeed optimistic. 
“While the national goal for increased mar- 
ketings of cattle and calves” says the An- 
nual Outlook Issue of The Agricultural Sit- 
uation prepared by the U. S. Bureau of 
Agricultural economics, “for slaughter in 
1942 is not intended to indicate that a con- 
siderable expansion in the number of cattle 
fed for market in 1942 is desirable, this in- 
crease in slaughter can be obtained without 
an increase in marketings of grain fed cat- 
tle, as many cattle and calves can be mark- 
eted in slaughter condition without grain 


feeding.” 


coming year is not as promising as it has 
been in some other years, for producers who 
raise their own cattle and who have ample 
supplies of feed and roughage the outlook 
for 1942 is distinctly favorable. The gen- 
eral level of cattle prices will continue high- 
er than in most recent years, and with larg- 
er marketings the income from the sale of 
cattle will be the largest in many years. In 
addition, if the national goal for marketings 
and slaughter of cattle and calves is reach- 
ed, the long time outlook for the cattle in- 


dustry will be improved by the removal of 
the probability of greatly increased market- 
ings after 1942.” 


The situation then for Texas and South- 
western cattlemen is as near ideal as it can 
be made. Likewise these producers are in- 
terested in making their cattle better in or- 
der to make them more profitable and that 
is a very good reason why Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders should display as many good breed- 
ing cattle at Houston as they can. Texas 
producers are interested more than ever in 
Aberdeen-Angus, good ones.

An ardent advocate of straight Ear] Mar- 
shall breeding, Mr. Kroshus used an own 
son of Earl Marshall and several grandsons 
in his herd and with his last herd sire being 
a son of Envious Marshall 3d.

Some by-products, such as hides and 
skins, have been in use for five thousand 
years, but the real expansion of the field 
has come about in the last half century, 
Even now some leaders in industrial re- 
search feel that we stand only upon the 
threshold of possibilities in by-products de- 
velopment. 

The highly complex group of meat fats 
was cited by Mr. Conquest as an almost 
inexhaustible field for laboratory investi- 
gation, posing an array of exceedingly 
practical problems for chemists and others 
engaged in agricultural, university, govern- 
mental, and industrial research work. 

According to Dr. Young, it is self-evident 
that research in animal by-products must 
continue, in the light of competition from 
synthetic alternates developed by other in- 
dustries. 

It is also the contention of market spec- 
ialists that such increased activity will be 
reflected in prices only as demand and sup- 
ply are affected. “The meat packer buyer 
buys cattle, lambs, and calves based on the 
graded cost of the meat these animals pro- 
duce. In converting the graded cost to a 
live price, or bid, one of the important 
things to consider is the value of the by- 
products,” said Mr. Smith. “In the final 
analysis, when an increased price can be 
secured for meat and/or by-products, prices 
of live stock go up. When the value of meat 
and/or by-products goes down, it naturally 
follows that the price paid for live stock 
must be adjusted accordingly.” Thus, by- 
product values enter into prices paid for 
live stock in relation to the uses that have 
been found for by-products and the strength 
of the demand for conversion to those uses.

Skaggs Ranch _sale catalog on the disper- 
sion sale held November 26th, 1941, at But- 
ler, Missouri, certainly must agree that the 
cattle listed in that offering were as well 
bred, with as many prominent sires and 
dams represented in their tabulations as one 
could hope to find in any sale catalog, or in 
any public sale of cattle during the past 
year. 
; It had never been our pleasure to visit 
the Skaggs Ranch, and with this sale 
booked just one day ahead of our Thanks- 
giving Mr. Geo. Smith, owner of the 
cattle, did not insist that we attend, how- 
ever, our plans had been made to include 
a trip to this sale, and go we did. 


Leaving the Fort Dodge Airport on Tues- 
day afternoon a leisurely course was taken 
to the destination, stops were made at At- 
lantic, lowa, Red Oak, where some gas was 
taken aboard, another stop at Rosecran 
Field, St. Joseph, Missouri, and finally 
after flying over the river and to the right 
of Fairfax Field and Municipal Airport at 
Kansas City I cut directly across the cen- 
ter of the business district, looked down 
upon the several skyscrapers and _ pointed 
the nose of the ship at Old Richards Field, 
just a few miles southeast of Kansas City 
proper and settled to earth as the last rays 
of a winter sun disappeared under the hori- 
zon. 

It had been planned to meet Roy John- 
ston and ride to the sale with him, but a 
phone call informed me that Roy was en- 
route home from another sale and would 
arrive on board the Frisco early Wednesday 
morning. Accordingly a ride was hooked 
to town with one of the local C. P. T. P. 
students and the evening spent looking at 
the Christmas displays in the many shop 
windows. 

Wednesday morning, bright and early. 
Perhaps it should be early, for few morn- 
ings are bright in downtown Kansas City. 
I hopped a taxi to the Union Station, met 
Roy and after joining him at breakfast we 
picked up his car and started for Butler, 
site of the sale, stopping off at Belton to in- 
form Mrs. Johnston that she would have 
two for dinner and that Roy was safe and 
sound and then on to the sale. 


After perusing the catalog and seeing 
the breeding of these cattle it was quite a 
shock to see the animals themselves for 
they were quartered in a dingy old sales 
barn and they were all very thin, due to 
some extreme bad weather on the Ranch, 
but the quality of these cattle was appar- 
ent and the visiting breeders did not hesi- 
tate to select from the list those cattle they 
had come to buy. Cows and calves sold 
separately, W. H. Pipkin & Son, of Spring- 
field, Missouri, selecting the tops with the 
top female being Edinbro’s 100th, a good 
daughter of Revolution 100th and out of 
a dam from the Kershaw herd. This heifer 
sold for four hundred and five dollars and 
when she is put in condition will look pret- 
ty cheap at that price for heifers of similar 
breeding that were in good condition sold 
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HAHNE 


this past season for two and three times 
that price. 

Considering the condition the bulls sold 
well, with a top of only two hundred and 
five dollars for an Enchantress Trojan 
Erica, Black Bocock 611599, a son of 
Marshall Cap out of Elira 33d of Muskogee, 
that sold to Browing and Brown, Emmet, 
Kansas. James and Hugh Wilde, Pierce 
City, Missouri, selected Earl of Skaggs 
Ranch 611601 another son of Marshall Cap 
out of Blue Ribbon of Muskogee 47th at 
one hundred and eighty five dollars. R. S. 
Jones of Topeka, Kansas, selected Marshall 
Cap, sire of the many good calves that sold 
this day and took him home at one hundred 
and eighty dollars. Marshall Cap being 
sired by Muskogee Marshall out of a 
Muskogee Blackcap dam. 

Most of the calves that sold separately 
were purchased by Mr. Harrison, of Miami, 
Okiahoma, who has his herd located at 
Mountain Grove, Missouri. This I believe 
is M. E. and H. W. Harrison the owners of 
Ozark Valley Farms, although in past is- 
sues we had a Mr. Harrison of Mountain 
Grove, Missouri, who purchased cattle for 
a farm named Cloverdale Farm. 


Following the sale of registered cattle 
the commercial cows were sold. There was 
quite a number in this part of the auction, 
but they sold quickly in lots of from four 
to sixteen head. Browing and Brown, of 
Emmet, Kansas, took ten head and Glen 
Hayes, of Harrisonville, Missouri, took one 
pen of sixteen head and another of eight 
head, being the heaviest buyer of the com- 
mercial cattle offered. 

The sale was quickly drawn to a close 
as Roy Johnston had cried a snappy sale 
and all were soon headed for home. Mr. 
and Mrs. Tom Jones of Tuckerman, Arkan- 
sas, were present and planned on attending 
the big show at Chicago and several others 
were making ready for the International 
trip. 

At least one new breeder started laying 
in a foundation this day. Dr. J. E. Cava- 
naugh, of Kansas City, Missouri, was pres- 
ent at the sale and while we were visit- 
ing during the lunch hour we learned that 
he had purchased a farm adjoining that of 
Roy Johnston, at Belton, Missouri. As the 
sale was drawing to a close a typy little 
heifer, an Enchantress Trojan Erica, daugh- 
ter of Marshall Cap and out of Elira 33d 
of Muskogee, the dam of the top bull of the 
sale came into the ring. This heifer was a 
double bred Muskogee Prince 8th calf and 
also a double bred Earl Marshall and passed 
into his ownership at a very reasonable fig- 
ure, with Roy planning to keep her for the 
Doctor until a later date when Dr. Cav- 
anaugh gets his farm ready for some addi- 
tional stock. 

After an exceptionally fine evening spent 
in the company of Mr. and Mrs. Johnston 
I accepted their fine invitation to stay in 
their home for the night with Roy taking 
me back to Old Richards Field the follow- 
ing morning. Leaving the field at nearly 
nine o’clock I made one stop at Maryville; 
Missouri, phoned the folks to be at the

leg of the flight, one hundred and forty- - 
four miles in eighty-five minutes Gay met 
me and we were soon tucking our legs un- 
der the table to partake of our annual fam- 
ily Thanksgiving meal.

Two New Herd Sires to be Used in Two New York Herds

The most certain method of improving 
the calves from any cow herd is to be cer- 
tain to own and use the best bull obtainable. 
Good bulls are not easy to locate, and 
usually when a breeder really needs a bull 
in a hurry, there is none to be found suit- 
able. The best way to avoid being in a 
position of this nature is to buy a good 
bull, when and where you find one that 
suits your needs, whether or not you have 
need for him at the moment. 


Two such purchases were made last sum- 
mer and this fall by two New York breed- 
ers. The first of the two bulls to be pur- 
chased was Antelope Grenadier G. R. 2d 
619021, a calf that Mr. William Landauer 
liked very much last June. He was attend- 
ing the Michigan Breeders’ Sale and while 
at East Lansing drove out Drs. Hendren’s 
Grand River Stock Farm, where Antelope 
Grenadier G. R. 2d was being fitted for the 
summer and fall shows. This calf, exhibit- 
ed all season by Grand River made an ex- 
cellent record. He was a consistent winner 
of first place as a senior bull calf and in- 
cluded in his list of shows were Illinois, 
Missouri, Ohio and Michigan State Fairs, 
as well as the National at Dallas, Texas and 
the always highly competitive American 
Royal at Kansas City, Missouri. Moreover, 
Antelope Grenadier G. R. 2d was several 
times a junior champion. That speaks well 
enough for the kind of an individual he is, 
for no bull can go out and win the competi- 
tion in which he was travelling unless he 
has type, quality and has been properly 
developed. His breeding should be more or 
less of a seal to the success that Mr. Lan- 
dauer should have with him as a sire. Every 
breeder should occasionally, at least, sit 
down with a set of herd books and either 
write out in long hand or type out a pedi- 
gree, for it is most effective in bringing to 
mind the kind of an animal one expects to 
see from the important standpoint of pedi- 

ee. For example, Antelope Grenadier G. 

. 2d 619021 has a pedigree that would ex- 
pect one to find a great individual. First

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Buckeye Blacks are Better 


By J. B. McCorkle 


When visiting various herds, we naturally 
come in contact with all kinds of caretakers. 
Some people seem to derive great pleasure 
from being thorough in the care they give 
their cattle, while others do their work in 
the shortest possible time, or, as some ex- 
press themselves, as merely getting the 
work out of the way. 

While visiting a herd it is only natural 
that we wish to see the bull that is at the 
head, and we should all expect to present 
our herd bull to our cattle public. 

The question is, are we proud to lead our 
herd bull out of his stall and stand him up 
with his feet squarely beneath him on feet 
that are shapely, meaning that the toes are 
cut back short and that the heels have been 
chiseled down to a level surface, which en- 
ables the bull to stand solidly on all parts of 
the foot. A ton bull needs a good foot to 
hold and support his weight properly. When 
a man would prefer that you see his bull in 
the stall the first thing that comes to my 
mind is that something is wrong with his 
feet or legs. This man invariably will make 
excuses and apologies for the condition 
found, but I have never known one of them 
to make a change between my visits. The 
age old excuse, “I have been so busy lately, 
but we are going to trim his feet the next 
time it rains”, doesn’t get the job done. 

So many of the crooked hind legs we see 
are not a trick of heredity—but they are 
playing a trick on the owner through the 
small income he will be returned. Who 
wants a herd bull with a set to his legs. 
How often have you heard the fellow you 
were dealing with say, “His legs should not 
be crooked, I just haven’t trimmed his feet 
lately. His toes are a little long and he 
will not breed calves with crooked legs”, but 
why let them get in that condition? It 
would be much easier to trim feet and ex- 
pect to sell the bull for more money. 

Now let us take your own herd bull. He 
will, perhaps, get along very well for two 
or three years and breed and settle your 
cows well enough, but as he gets older his 
feet will grow long and he will become thick 
at the heels. The pad will become much 
thicker than the toes, necessitating the bull 
to have only the heels touching the ground 
which makes the bull walk “under”, or we 
sometimes hear it expressed that he over 
reaches with his hind feet. Crooked legs 
will develop, and this means weak legs, for 
the bull is off balance. A bull in heavy ser- 
vice will get to the place where he will not 
serve a cow because it is too painful on his 
hind legs to bear his weight. Often, where 
no attention is given the feet, the pad will 
become cracked and infected, or perhaps 
gravel will become imbedded in the foot. I 
have seen bulls that were unable to put 
their foot to the ground due to gravel or 
infection in the foot. 

The bull which gets a lot of exercise each 
day, as a rule, will not require as much at- 
tention as the bull that is closely confined. 
The bull that stays in a stall or small lot 
most of the time has a tendency to develop 
soft, spongy feet, and the toes will grow long 
more rapidly as there is no exercise to wear 
them off. This is where we have most of 
our foot trouble, the foot is soft and easily 
pierced, bedding gets between the toes and 
heats. The next thing we have a swelling 
of the foot, accompanied by fever in the re- 
gion just above the hoof. With this infec- 
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Guard the Life of Your Herd Bull by Watching His Feet 


tion, we often find the bull will go off feed 
and, of course, lose weight rapidly. Natur- 
ally, it is not possible for the bull to be of 
any use while his feet are in this condition. 
Often we find that after the bull’s feet are 
in better shape and he is able to serve a 
cow, he has become sterile during his in- 
jury and, of course, we have lost a month or 
perhaps more time in our breeding program. 
If we have several cows that have failed to 
be served due to the condition of the bull, 
we are losing a tidy sum on the lot. 

I have often been told by men that they 
would like to have their bulls feet shaped up 
but had no way to handle the bull’s feet so 
that a good job could be done. Some people 
practice “throwing the animal” and working 
on him, but it is next to impossible to get a 
good job done. Of course, you can help the 
feet some, but there is always the danger of 
injury in throwing an animal. The toes can 
be shortened by putting the bull on a wood- 
en surface and using a chisel and mallet 
but we really have not accomplished much 
since the trouble making part of the foot is 
the ball or padded section. 

The only satisfactory method of training 
is to have a cattle stocks at your disposal. 

I know of several that have been put up in 
Ohio recently and the cost has run between 
twenty-five and thirty-five dollars. It is 
not necessary to purchase much material be- 
cause most any farm will have most of the 
lumber that is needed to build a stock. If 
oak is used, it will not be necessary to an- 
chor the stock, but if lumber with less 
weight is used, it might be well to anchor it 
when trimming larger animals. 

For the inexperienced man I will elaborate 
and attempt to present the method I use in 
getting the job done. Be as quiet as possi- 
ble with the bull so as not to excite him. 
When raising the animals in the sling I nev- 
er raise him high enough that his feet are 
entirely off the floor, just enough so that 
most of the weight is on the sling. If he 
is raised entirely off the floor, he will often 
become excited and struggle until some- 
times he may turn in the sling. 

The rope to be used to raise and secure 
the foot should be onehalf inch cotton rope 
or the rope that is used to bind a sack of 
binder twine is very good. A rope such as 
manila is hard and may burn the foot, so 
be doubly sure to use a soft rope.

Use the pincers to take the outside edge: 
off the foot and to shorten the toes - 
move the stick from beneath the foot pn 
use the chisel to cut down the ball or back 
portion of the foot until the whole foot is on 
a level. This may be determined by placin 
the chisel vertically on the foot and seeins 
that it touches the hoof at the heel and the 
toe. Never have the center of the foot ful- 
ler than the other parts. Now lay the chige| 
horizontally, being sure that both sections 
of the foot are level. If they are not level 
an animal may become pigeon-toed in his 
front legs and bowed at the hocks in the 
hind legs. 

In trimming, do not cut to such a depth 
that an animal will favor a foot in walking. 
Trim off in very thin layers and press the 
foot with the thumbs until it “gives”. Be 
sure and cut out between the toes, leaving 
them as far apart as possible. Hf any cal- | 
louses appear, cut them out and disinfect | 
with a reliable disinfectant. 

You will often find an animal with a foul 
foot, which may be detected by a moist ap- 
pearance with a decided odor. There are 
many remedies used but the one preferred 
is a few drops of butter of antimony ap- 
plied with a medicine dropper directly on 
the place affected. 

Keep the toes on the hind feet the same 
in length, but the inside toe of the front feet 
should be a little longer. After the animal 
is out of the stock, walk him around to be 
sure he is walking correctly on all four feet. 

You breeders, who keep your herd bull in 
a stall most of the time should trim his feet 
at least four times each year. The bull 
should be carefully watched that he does not 
become fouled during the summer months. 
But let us keep in mind, “an ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure.”

We might begin what comment we shal] 
make by asking the question, Does it pay 
to build and use a highway sign, or does it 
pay to use outdoor advertising? To us and 
to many breeders, there can be but onc 
answer and that is that any and all kinds 
of advertising serve to stimulate interest in 
and to promote the business that it adver- 
vises. 

Pure bred breeders, however, are, as a 
group, not publicity minded. Too often, we 
who attempt to sell publicity meet the 
trend of thought that anv and all advertis- 
ing is considered as a gift by the advertiser 
to the agency that sells the space or the 
publicity. Especially is this situation true 
with regard to breeders, who most need pub- 
licity, that will stimulate their sales, im- 
prove their prices and raise their standard 
of prices for their better breeding stock. 

Advertising has but one ultimate pur- 
pose, and that is to stimulate the sale of 
the advertised product. Different advertis- 
ers have different views with regard to ad- 
vertising, and in many cases display adver- 
tisements are simply educational in their 
attempt to create interest in a product that 
has a ready sale, but not as large a volume 
as the particular manufacturer would wish 
it to enjoy. Any one driving a car on the 
highways today, sees and reads (we should 
underline the word, “reads”) many outdoor 
advertising signs. The reason is that they 
are attractive, they are “catchy” and they

However 
even these signs are really not large enough 
to be of the most value to the breeder who 
has an outstanding herd of breeding stock 
from which he anticipates sales of stock to 
new and established breeders, whether they 
be breeders of commercial cattle or regis- 
tered breeding stock. Right here and now, 
we might state, that the biggest need we 
can see in the breed today is the need for 
more and larger commercial herds of breed- 
ing stock, to satisfy the demands that are 
annually increasing for Aberdeen-Angus 
feeder cattle. The effect on the demand for 
bulls would far surpass the ambitions of al- 
most any and all breeders in the business. 
And here’s where we, perhaps, make the 
usual error of “sticking our neck out”, but 
such is our opinion and accordingly, “our 
neck is out’. Why wouldn’t it be good pro- 
motion to the breeders, to the breed as a 
whole to have erected or to rent or lease 
whatever the case may be, several well 
placed bill boards, or at least consider the 
use of them as advertising media to pro- 
mote one thing, the use of Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls for commercial herds. Such a form of 
publicity on the highways where commer- 
cial breeders travel would stimulate their

calf sales, in the shows for fat cattle ready 
for market, in the prices that packers are 
willing to pay for Aberdeen-Angus in com- 
parison with other breeds, (weight, quality 
and type being equal) would furnish infor- 
mation (which same is advertising) that 
aptly condensed into simple thought pro- 
voking statements would with proper illus- 
trative material, compel breeders of com- 
mercial cattle to wonder why they had been 
doing a “Rip Van Winkle” for years on 
end. Their reaction would be the real start 
for more and more and larger and larger 
commercial herds where Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls were used exclusively. This kind of 
a promotional program should be consid- 
ered, and has been brought to our atten- 
tion by more than one breeder, none of 
whom have really done much about it, but 
all of whom recognize the possibilities of 
such an undertaking. The Aberdeen-Angus 
breed is making splendid strides, but suc- 
cess is not only making great strides, it is 
taking due advantage of all the possibilities 
that are before us. The packer, for exam- 
ple, once sold only meat, he perhaps, used 
the hide, but the waste which now is used 
almost in its entirety was as it was called 
just “waste”. They state today that the 
only thing not used in the packers’ hog 
business is the “squeal.” That’s taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunities at hand and 
it’s more, it’s making opportunities of what 
we have. The American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association might study the pos- 
sible value of properly placed, properly 
planned and properly illustrated bill boards 
as their next step in properly promoting 
the greatest breed of beef cattle in this or 
any other land. With beef, in need as it 
is for armies, there should be no backing 
up, no hesitation in improving an already 
splendid demand, but there should be a

The one, Grand River Stock 
Farm’s sign, is on U. S. Highway No. 16, 
called the Grand River Road, and the cars 
that annually pass by this sign number 
more than one and one-half million. We 
have never asked Drs.

Meat Prices Trend Upward 

Mr. Frank E. Moore, market analyst 
writing in “Meat” a packers publication 
says: “Economists who keep their fingers 
on the market situation predict that we are 
headed for higher prices in living expenses 
which means that meats will move up 
along with other foods. A survey made in 
the middie of November shows that hogs 
were 63% higher than a year ago, while 
the average of beef cattle was $1.00 per 
hundred lower. Lambs show a gain of $2.50 
over a year ago or about 28%. The big 
boost in hogs is due to smaller receipts and 
the prop that the government has put under 
the market on export account. 

“The decline in the fat cattle market 
which started last spring is still in force 
and feeders of big steers are realizing that 
they held on too long. In the first place 
feeder cattle were put in at a relatively 
high cost and later results, plus the high 
cost of feed, did not justify this investment. 
Since the middle of the summer demand for 
beef called for yearlings and light weight 
steers. Heavy weights, over 1200 pounds, 
became more unpopular as the season ad- 
vanced and prices dropped so low that 
farmers claimed they were losing $25.00 to 
$50.00 per head on all cattle that showed 
excessive weights.”

The young- 
er bull stepped out like a peacock while his 
senior contender favored his closely trim- 
med feet more than he had at any other 
time, just enough to throw the rosette to 
his younger pal, Wintonier 4th. Thus Cre- 
mona Farm made a new recent record of 
owning and showing two International 
grand champion bulls in succession.

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This statement is made after journeying 
from one Aberdeen-Angus herd to another. 

“In almost every locality you will find 
that there are all kinds of cattle men. There 
are those who are alert in business and who 
have their herd bull, and their breeding herd 
in condition to bear inspection at all times. 
This includes a well kept barnyard and sta- 
ble that is always attractive to visitors, 
There are others that keep their cattle in 
good condition, but have poor management 
of the herd, cows and heifers all in one lot 
and possibly wading in manure up to their 
knees. This hurts the general appearance 
of the cattle, regardless of how good they 
are. 

“On the other hand we have another type 
of breeder who just feeds and waters his 
stock and lets them grow out and develop 
as best they can. Of course, there will al- 
ways be different classes of breeders, but 
somehow a number of them could easily 
raise the standard of their breeding herd by 
analyzing their own personal situation and 
making improvements where needed. 

“One suggestion is that breeders visit 
prosperous breeders and talk breeding and 
herd management with them. You can al- 
ways get ideas that will at least partially 
fit into your own breeding program. The 
reason these thoughts have been brought 
out is that there are so many new breeders 
who have purchased pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus females and a bull to start a regis- 
tered herd and have not made any. prepara- 
tory arrangements as to equipment and crop 
rotations. 

“Here in Marion County have been started 
eighteen new herds this last year. With an 
exception or two these men have planned 
their crop rotation and are going to confine 
the numbers in their breeding herd to fit 
the present equipment and size of the farm. 

“As to the blood lines and individuality 
that exist in Marion County Aberdeen-An- 
gus herds, I think that we have individuality 
that must please the packer, this assump- 
tion based on the winnings of Marion Coun- 
ty bred and fed steers, and that this indi- 
viduality must come through breeding in 
order that we win consistently. Marion 
County breeders have a modern type estab- 
lished and as a means of holding this type 
and improving it they are using a uniform 
group of herd sires mated to females that 
have been selected from bloodlines that have 
not only been popular, but have proven 
themselves superior producers.

An Appeal to Preserve Identification 


Col. N. G. Kraschel, Experienced Cattleman, Farmer, 
and Salesman appeals to OPM for necessary supplies 


The necessity for this letter is symbolic 
of the effort that must be made to preserve 
the breeding herds of America during the 
troublesome days that lie ahead. In many 
nations the raging war has caused breeding 
herds to be slaughtered for food. There is 
little danger of American herds suffering 
such a fate, but there are other dangers that 
abound in a nation at war that cannot be 
overlooked. We have every reason to be- 
lieve that the resources of the United States 
are such that we can wage a successful war 
and yet protect all necessary peace-time en- 
terprises. Some factories may be forced to 
close down because needed materials and 
skilled labor have been diverted to defense 
industries, but when peace returns it will be 
a simple matter to reestablish these affected 
industries. 


The situation is slightly different with a 
great breed of pure-bred cattle which has in 
recent years been builded to a high state of 
perfection. The last twenty-five years has 
seen the Aberdeen-Angus breed become the 
finest breed of cattle in the world. Farm- 
ers, cattle feeders, and ranchers every where 
are seeking seed stock from this success- 
ful breed. If by any chance the breed should 
be neglected and its potency affected, the 
commercial cattle men of America would 
turn from it and say we can use other breeds 
to better advantage. 


History records that pure bred herds 
improve in quality faster during a reason- 
able priced area than they do under boom 
conditions. When extremely high values ex- 
ist breeders are tempted to accept attractive 
prices for brecding animals that should be 
retained, while under normal times they can 
afford to keep their best cattle at the slight 
difference in price prevailing between the 
tops and the average of production. This is 
only one of the hazards that confronts the 
breed in the future. During World War No. 
1 many of the best breeders in America dis- 


persed their fine herds because they were entering 
the service or because of the shortage of compe- 
tent help. Many breeders refrained from fitting 
show herds because of the shortage of competent 
Others turned their herds 
out in the pastures and ceased a personal super- 
vision of matings that is so important in the 
building of a breed. The damaging force which 


fitters and showmen. 


Aberdeen-Angus breeders should protect 
against, of course affect all breeds of 
cattle. So from any comparative stand- 
point, it would be assumed that the Aber- 
deen-Angus by comparison would be as well 
off as any other breed. I wish to call your 
attention to this fact, however, that the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus is the youngest of all beef- 
breeds and if subjected to a long period of 
neglect it might deteriorate faster. 


The United States is caught in a whirl- 
pool created by two strong. conflicting 
forces; one, putting the nation on a war- 
footing which involves a diversion of man- 
power and materials from peacetime pur- 
suits, and the other, the attempt to main- 
tain our necessary peacetime industries. If 
the set-back, suffered by peacetime indus- 
tries, should become as violent as appears 
to be a possibility, the breeders of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle should guard against all 
forms of neglect that might develop during 
this era. 


During times of national emergency pure 
bred cattle breeders become sensitive to crit- 
icism of uninformed persons. For instance, 
they may shrink from criticism that will de- 
velop against what appears to be high prices 
and the painstaking care given to the herd. 
It is hard to explain to an uninformed per- 
son why a man is willing to trade twenty- 
five common cattle for a single pure bred. 
It is also hard to explain why a man would

pay $10,000.00 for a painting to adorn the 
walls of his living room. I have seen the 
light of pride illuminate a boy’s face who 
has traded a whole sack of marbles for an 
agate. It is this type of zeal and fidelity 
which causes the breed to be improved and 
we should turn a deaf ear to any criticism 
that may be directed against us by the un- 
informed. 


During the depressing days of a decade 
ago many people wondered how Fred Hahne 
could afford to publish the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal in a manner that was comparable 
to the finest magazines of the land.

All of us run across cattle kept under the 
above conditions, not once, but many times 
as we visit the various herds. Condition of 
the cattle and the care they have received 
has a great deal to do with the price the 
buyer will pay as he visits the herd. Buyers 
expect to find cattle that are being offered 
for sale in good condition, they like to see 
bedding underfoot, plenty of fresh water 
available, plenty of feed in the racks. Buy- 
ers will make allowances for muddy lots and 
uncleaned barns if the weather has been 
bad, during the spring thaws and rainy sea- 
sons when it is next to impossible on some 
farms to have the lots drained as they 
should be. However in most localities it is 
possible for the men to have the manure 
hauled and spread on some field during the 
milder part of the winter and when the bad 
spring weather comes, when no field work 
can be done, surely the men can keep the 
bedding cleaned to some extent by throwing 
out the droppings each day and adding a 
little clean bedding for the cattle. After all 
this little extra work done along with oth- 
er chores will not take long and will add 
much to the appearance of your cattle.

One of the best exhibits of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle ever seen on the Pacific Coast 
featured the first annual Grand National 
Live Stock Exposition whose recent eight 
day premiere in San Francisco’s $2,500,- 
000.00 Cow Palace became the 1941 marvel 
of the show world. 

Exceeding the fondest expectations of its 
sponsors, the No. 1-A District Agricultural 
Association, a California state agency, the 
great combination live stock exposition, 
horse show and rodeo packed 142,197 admis- 
sions into the Cow Palace in only eleven 
performances. 

Another estimated 18,500 were turned 
away when even standing room in the 
arena building, which contains 12,500 seats, 
became jammed at every performance. 

With an entire year in which to prepare 
for the next Exposition, all indications point 
toward an even greater Grand National in 
1942. With a little more than ninety days 
in which to organize the 1941 show, 158 
exhibitors from eighteen states entered 
some of the finest beef and dairy cattle, 
sheep and swine in the nation to compete 
for $47,341.00 in cash premiums.

fed cattle and $700.00 for carloads of feeder 
cattle. W. J. Ross, manager of Annadel 
Farms, Santa Rose, Cal., judged the breed- 
ing cattle; Alex McDonald, University of 
California at Davis, individual fat cattle; 
Don Dodge and J. R. Dickerson of South 
San Francisco, carloads of fat cattle and 
John C. Burns of Fort Worth, Texas, car- 
loads of feeder cattle.

not occurred to me when I agreed to judge 
all of the beef cattle at this show that Brah- 
ma cattle were included, but they were, and 
there were two excellent herds of them on 
display. I tried to explain to the superin- 
tendent of the show and the exhibitors of 
the Brahma cattle that I had never had the 
slightest experience with them, and knew 
nothing of their characteristics. After re- 
ceiving the assurance, however, that they 
were being bred solely for beef, I consented 
to attempt to place them and proceeded to 
judge them on the basis of beef cattle with 
apparently satisfactory results. 

Although there are light aspects to the 
business of judging, it is, after all, a very 
serious matter. The exhibitor who has gone 
to great expense and a lot of effort in pre- 
paring a show herd is entitled to the opinion 
of the best judge available. Likewise, the 
general public, particularly the people who 
attend the shows for the purpose of learn- 
ing what the best animals really look like 
should be privileged to observe the work of 
one who really knows what he is doing, 
preferably, in my opinion, one who has 
learned the hard way, which usually means 
actual experience in producing the right 
kind of animals himself. 

We as exhibitors sometimes feel that oth- 
er considerations besides ability influence 
the selection of too many of our judges. I 
recall attending a committee meeting quite 
a number of years ago which was debating 
the recommendation of judges for all of our 
important shows for the year, when one 
member of the committee urged the appoint- 


ment of a person for judge at a certain by not recommending him.” I do not cite 
show on the grounds that this man had _ this incident as a common occurrence in the 
many friends in that part of the country — selection of judges.

After the spring sale held at Fayette, 
Missouri, on April 21st of 1941 most of the 
breeders turned their attention to getting in 
their crops and occasionally attending to 
other sales within reach of this section. Dur- 
ing the summer and fall new blood lines and 
families were brought into Howard County 
from sales held at Aledo and Pleasant 
Plains, Illinois, Kirksville and Maryville, 
Missouri, and some other sales. 

There has been extra demand for cattle 
from Howard County to go into other herds 
and no surplus bulls of breeding ages have 
been left in the hands of the producers, in 
fact, very often Howard County breeders 
had to go out and find an aged bull to meet 
the customers demands. 

Howard County has promoted Aberdeen- 
Angus among the younger folks, quite some 
work has been done with the 4-H Club Boys 
and the Girls Cow Club. At the present time 
there are thirty-seven boys and girls be- 
longing to these clubs that own a registered 
Aberdeen-Angus cow. 


At the Howard County meeting last 
spring it was voted that the Association 
donate twenty-five dollars from the County 
Association funds as extra premiums for 
this group of boys and girls for the Howard 
County Fall Festival held at Fayette on 


September 16th, 1941. To this fund was 
added ten dollars from the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal and twenty-five dollars from the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
— both gifts were very much appreci- 
ated. 

Seventeen boys and girls showed their 
1941 calves and many more will be in the 
show ring another fall. Marie Sims won 
first place with her beautiful January heifer 
calf and was awarded a trophy furnished by 
Frank Richards of the Corn Belt Dailies for 
the best Aberdeen-Angus shown over John 
Tilford Tippett winner of the bull class. 

The animals were shown in three classes. 
A Blue ribbon group with each exhibitor re- 
ceiving six dollars, a Red ribbon group with 
each getting four dollars and a white ribbon 
group at two dollars each. 

Howard County breeders have been 
showing at other Missouri shows and fes- 
tivals, showing this fall at the Audrain 
County Fair at Mexico, Missouri; Fall Fes- 
tival at Fayette; the Moberly Bullesta at 
Moberly, Missouri and the Cooper County 
Fair at Boonville. The cattle were kept on 
display at Mexico and Moberly for the en- 
tire three days of the shows. From thirty 
to thirty-six head were shown and I might 
say we did right well. Officials of the ad-

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joining county fairs were contacted in ad- 
vance and the Howard County cattle were 
kept together. Every breeder who showed 
talked Howard County Aberdeen-Angus and 
not his own individual cattle. In the show 
ring naturally each owner showed his cattle 
to the best advantage possible, after which 
they were lined up again in a row under a 
large tent furnished the exhibitors. A large 
sign thirty feet long and thirty-two inches 
wide, advertising Howard County Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association and calling at- 
tention to our coming 4th Annual Sale to be 
held on April 20th, 1942 was placed direct- 
ly above this long row of cattle and really 
caused a lot of favorable comment on our 
cattle from Howard County and also for the 
breed. 

All the premium money won by the indi- 
vidual breeders showing thier cattle went in- 
to one general fund and from this was paid 
all expenses such as trucking, feed, the two 
attendants and incidentals. When through 
showing, after all expenses were paid, it was 
found we had enough money to have a get- 
together meeting and dinner for all mem- 
bers of the Howard County Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association. This meeting and 
dinner was held on October 21st with nine- 
teen members present. After paying seven- 
ty-five cents a plate for these meals it was 
found we still had thirty dollars on hand, 
which was ear marked for further showing 
and placed in the treasurers fund. I am 
sure we will see returns from our efforts in 
showing our Aberdeen-Angus cattle at the 
above mentioned fairs this fall. 

I was agreeably surprised to receive a 
card about the first of September from 
President J. F. Innes’ daughter, Mary Lu- 
cille, announcing the arrival of Black Prince 
of Howard, sired by Black Prince of Sun- 
beam and out of a good heifer which was 
purchased at the Fullerton sale by a group 
of five Howard County breeders. Mr. R. B. 
George has consented to take this calf and 
take care of the youngster so we other 
—— know that he wil be well taken care 
of. 

Mr. J. F. Innes and Wilmer Perkins, both 
members of our County Association, brought 
into the county Quality 2d of Sunbeam 
518639, a three-quarter brother to Black 
Prince of Sunbeam. He is now owned by 
four breeders, J. F. Innes, Wilmer Perkins, 
R. L. McLachlan and L. W. Brockman and 
from the looks of his crop of calves it seems 
that they have certainly a bargain in this 
four year old bull. He is not carrying a lot 
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of flesh but is certainly low enough to the 
ground and has a wonderful quarter and 
good lines. I am sure you will hear more 
about this bull, sired by Black Peer of St. 
Albans 456385, with his dams sire being 
Playman of Sunbeam 338509, making her a 
half sister to the dam of Black Prince, also 
the Prince Ito breeding in the lower bracket 
of his tabulation should not hurt his pedi- 
gree. 

By the time this article is in print the sale 
committee will have visited the members of 
our Association and selected the sale cattle 
for our 4th Annual spring sale to be held on 
April 20th, 1942. It looks now that it will 
consist of twenty-five to thirty good bulls 
and sixty or more females, half of which 
will be cows with calves, or bred heifers. I 
feel I can now predict the best lot of cattle 
we have ever offered in any previous sale. 
Breeders cooperate very nicely with the sale 
committee letting them take selections from 
the tops of their herds to make this offering 
our very best.

The Message. 
Dear Mr. Talbot: July 9, 1940, 


You have asked me for an expression of 
my views, or for a re-statement of my con- 
victions during these troublesome times, I 
suspect you desire to know whether recent 
events have shaken my faith in the ultimate 
triumph of Freedom and Justice. Assuming 
this to be the question in your mind, I say 
emphatically: “No, my faith is not shaken 
as to the final outcome.” For I was reared 
by parents who had faith in God and the 
belief that RIGHT will triumph eventually 
is too deeply ingrained for me to doubt its 
final victory. 

I do emphasize the words “ultimate” and 
“final”, however, for I am not at all sure 
we may not have to pass through a period 
of great trial. I am of the opinion we are 
in prophetic days, when for a time Evil is 
to hold sway and apparently to override the 
Good. (A minister once said if we knew 
our Bible we would not need to read news- 
papers.) 

We have been told plainly that such a 
state would exist and I believe we must ac- 
cept these conditions and possibly greater 
tribulations as part of the world’s destiny 
without losing faith that in due time Right 
will triumph over Might. As long as we 
believe in the existence, in the justice, and 
in the Holiness of God, we cannot believe 
otherwise. 

I have no doubt that you share my con- 
viction, for I am sure your faith is as deeply 
grounded as mine. I assume your inquiry 
was not because of question in your mind, 
but because you felt a statement from me 
might be helpful to some who may be ques- 
tioning the meaning of the dire events of 
the past few months and weeks. 

A manager recently wrote me that the 
times tend to fill everyone with pessimism. 
That should not be so. We should recog- 
nize them for what they are—times of trib- 
ulation, but not as an occasion for pessim- 
ism, Such experiences should cause us to 
examine our faiths and re-establish our con- 
victions more firmly, resolving to acquit 
ourselves like men who have a deep an 
abiding faith that cannot be shaken by out- 
ward events. 


As long as we have faith at all in God, we 
must know that He is All-Powerful, that 
His Will for the world is Justice and Right 
and that eventually His Purpose will be

Marion County, lowa, 4H Members Capture Grand 
Champion Single Steer as well as Grand Champion 
Group of Five Steers Over All Breeds in ’41 Show

Again Marion County (lowa) Junior 
feeders swooped down on the St. Joseph 
Junior Pig and Calf Show with a deter- 
mination to make a real showing for 1941. 
It was Charlie, an ideal typed Aberdeen- 
Angus steer that won for his owner and 
feeder Reid Boothe, of Knoxville, first place 
in the light weight Aberdeen-Angus section. 
Not satisfied with a blue, Reid showed 
Charlie on to the breed championship. This 
purple only served as a stepping stone to 
the final and most coveted of all purples, 
the grand championship over all breeds. 

When but a baby calf this steer, Charlie, 
had been purchased from the Charles Banks 
herd at Knoxville. He was a thick, blocky, 
compact type of steer from the time he was 
started on feed until he finished his career 
at St. Joseph. Charlie was a pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus steer sired by Renomar 
2d 498590 who was a son of Bell Boy M. K. 
459602 and Erica Marie 7th 399639, and he 
had for dam a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
cow. 

He had been shown at the Iowa State 
fair at Des Moines where he was second in 
the light weight 4H class. He was also a 
member of the grand champion group of 
five at the 1941 Iowa State fair, shown by 
the Marion County Club members. Reid 
saw that his calf would make a good pros- 
pect for a later show so he brought the calf 
home to further fit him for exhibition at St. 
Joseph. Reid’s hopes were realized when 
Dr. McCampbell, of Kansas State College, 
made him breed champion and later grand 
champion of the entire show where some 
400 head of top calves had been shown. 
Realizing that his calf had reached the 
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coveted goal, Reid decided to sell Charlie in 
the junior auction where he was purchased 
by the Safe Way Stores at the splendid 
price of $50.00 per hundred weight. 
Charlie was not only an outstanding calf 
on foot but his dressing sheet showed 68.4 
percent which proved to be the top for the 
show. So again another purple might have 
been to his honor. This is a record seldom 
set at any of the larger shows. Reid, an 
enthusiastic Aberdeen-Angus sponsor says: 
“When I pick another calf to show it will 
be as near the same type as Charlie dis- 
played as it will be possible to procure, be- 
cause I think he was the type that every 
boy and girl should look for when purchas- 
ing a steer or a pure bred heifer to show.” 


Charlie had started his show yard career 
by winning the reserve grand championship 
at the 1941 Marion County fair. In the 
heavy weight class it was Berneil Phillips, 
of Pleasantville, who placed her choice bul- 
lock at the top. He was followed by an 
entry shown by Dean Hodgson also of 
Pleasantville; and at third stood an en- 
try shown by James Eggers, of Knox- 
ville; while Don Van Haalin, of Pella, show- 
ed for fourth honors, making this class one 
of the strongest in the entire show. Mar-

tend that sale, inspect personally the indi- 
vidual and if it came up to his standard of 
quality to buy that animal 
when it came into the ring. 


As a result he soon assem-

Fletcher, Ohio. This was really a wonder- 
ful show of symmetry and quality. 

The heavier they got the better they 
were. The more mature bullocks, forty-one 
of them, in the light heavy class furnished 
an abundance of material for the judge to 
work over in making his selections. When 
he had finished, the good calf owned by 
Herman Smith, of Green Ridge, Missouri, 
stood in the lead, closely followed by the 
very good calf shown by Berniel Phillips, of 
Pleasantville, Iowa. Illinois came in for a 
hearing at third when William Healy, of 
Aurora, placed his fine calf in that position. 

There were but twenty-one head in the 
heavy class, 1150 to 1400 pounds, but they 
were tops, nicely turned, well finished and 
of excellent type and quality. Here it was 
a battle of states. Robert Miller, of Arcola, 
Illinois, and Clarence Bradley of Calhoun, 
Missouri, each wanted to win this class and 
they both did their best in shownmanship. 
Freddie Johnson, of Garner, Oklahoma, 
wanted in on this session too and showed 
wonderfully well his calf which finally 
stood at third. In the end the Miller calf 
won out over the Bradley calf. This was a 
hard spot for the judge for there was but 
very little, if any difference in the calves, 
however only one could be first and that 
ticket was handed to Robert Miller. 

In the finals Robert Miller had to meet 
the light weight blue winner shown by 
Luella Padgett. The judge knitted his 
brows and handled the calves a plenty be- 
fore deciding that the Miller calf should be 
the champion and tne Padgett calf the re- 
serve champion in the Aberdeen-Angus 
classes.

Blacks are Good Doers. 

Mr. Lot Ravencroft, of Pawhuska, Okla- 
homa, writes an interesting bit about an 
Aberdeen-Angus calf that exemplifies the 
feeding ability of the breed. In this letter 
he says: “I sold a calf to a 4-H Club boy, 
the calf weighed 265 pounds when he was 
delivered. This calf was running in the 
pasture with his mother and never had any- 
thing but grass to eat in addition to his 


mother’s milk. He was taken right off the 
cow and the first fifty-six days the calf 
gained 130 pounds. I think this is some 
gain for any calf. The weights were regist- 
ered by the County Agent and are official.” 

This is quite a commonplace statement 
issued by those who feed Aberdeen-Angus 
calves of quality. They do have the ability 
to put on flesh quickly and in the right 
places to make the Aberdeen-Angus finish- 
ed steer desired by the processor, and for 
which he usually is willing to pay the top 
or a little better. That is one of the main 
reasons why junior feeders as well as their 
elders seek Aberdeen-Angus calves for their 
projects and their feed lots. The nice thing 
about Aberdeen-Angus cattle is the fact 
that they make good any where that any 
other breed is able to live. 


The office correspondence is filled with in- 
quiries for cattle and requests for guidance 
but all in the tenor of conservatism. 

“Aberdeen-Angus sires are going into 
commercial herds of other breeds in in- 
creasingly large numbers. In the South and 
Southwest, an increased number of herds of 
Aberdeen-Angus are serving as demonsta- 
tion units to the people of that area and 
are making many converts. 


“In inter-breed competition, the breed has 
had a most successful year. In the junior 
division, which now overshadows all other 
exhibits, the breed won fifty grand cham- 
pionships at seventy district, state and na- 
tional shows. If county fairs were added to 
this number, the total would have been 
many hundreds of grand championships. 
The breed also won thirty-five reserve grand 
championships at these shows. Single steer 
grand championships in open competition 
were won at sixty-six per cent of the lead- 
ing shows where steer classes were provid- 
ed. A splendid record was made in the car 
load lot division of fat cattle by winning the 
grand championship at Ak-Sar-Ben, Amer- 
ican Royal, Great Western, Ohio State Fair, 
Baltimore Fat Stock Show, Louisville Fat 
Stock Show and the International Live Stock 
Exposition. At the Louisville Fat Stock 
Show, approximately two thousand head of 
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cattle were entered in the different classes. 
Of these, eighteen hundred, or ninety per 
cent, were Aberdeen-Angus. The highest 
rating of any of the competing breeds was 
fifteenth place. We have been extremely 
pleased to note the great increase in the 
number of spectators at the ringside of all 
the shows during the Aberdeen-Angus judg- 
ing. No breed can boast of a more inter- 
ested or larger gallery than the Aberdeen- 
Angus. 

“Registrations reached a new high— 
thirty-eight thousand seven hundred and 
thirty-seven pedigrees were recorded during 
the year. This is an increase of twenty-one 
per cent over 1940. The total number of 
cattle recorded by the Association up to Oc- 
tober 31st, 1941, was six hundred forty-four 
thousand six hundred and three. Herd book 
volume 46 has been distributed and pedi- 
grees for volumes 47 and 48 are at the 
printers. 

“Thirty-two thousand one hundred twen- 
ty-nine transfers were recorded during the 
fiscal year. This is an increase of 17 per 
cent over 1940. 

“There was a thirty-one per cent increase 
in memberships over 1940. Eight hundred 
and seventy-five breeders joined the Asso- 
ciation representing forty-two states and 
Cuba. This is an all-time record.”

I know that you are interested in promot- 
ing the Aberdeen-Angus breed, and I there- 
fore assume that you will also be interested 
in the enclosed picture of an Aberdeen-An- 
gus steer which was considered the top steer 
of this part of the country this year. 


This calf won the grand championship in 
the open class at the Midland Empire Fair 
in Billings, Montana, in August, then after 
an all night trip in an open truck on a cold 
rainy night, he was made reserve champion 
of the Future Farmers of America Division 
at the Wyoming State Fair at Douglas in 
September. At the Regional Fat Stock Show 
held in Billings, Montana, at which time all 
of the club calves from Montana and North- 
ern Wyoming are graded according to mar- 
ket classification and then sold at auction 
for the benefit of the boys and girls, the 
calf was graded prime, the highest market 
grade and was the only calf from Wyoming 
and the only F. F. A. calf at the show, that 
was graded prime. There were only sixteen 
calves graded prime out of a total of three 
hundred ninety-three calves exhibited at this 
show. I had instructions from the Powell 
Commercial Club to purchase the top steer 
from Powell at this show, and I purchased 
this steer for $18.50 per cwt. which was the 
highest price paid for any calf at the show. 
This steer was later served at a banquet 
open to the general public and extra cuts 
were sold at auction. 

This calf was secured from the herd of 
Homer C. Mann, at Powell, Wyoming. My 
boys have fed a number of calves from this 
herd the past three years and they have all

Wilbur 
Reed was this year awarded the American 
Farmer Degree at the 14th Annual Conven- 
tion of the Future Farmers of America at 
Kansas City during the American Royal. 


These calves procured from Homer C. 
Mann have all been sired by his herd bull 
which I understand is known by pedigree as 
Alfalfamere Blackcap 4th 511842 and which 
I think is one of the outstanding sires in this 
country. The calf, a picture of which is en- 
closed, is a grade calf sired by this bull. This 
is not a picture showing him fitted, as we 
were just ready to load him to take him to 
the Junior Fat Stock Show, but still shows a 
very fine and well conditioned calf. 

We are feeding fourteen Aberdeen-Angus 
calves again this year in our program in the 
Powell High School and three of the out- 
standing steers were purchased from Mr.
